Waltham Forest welcomes the London 2012 Olympic Games 


With the Olympic Games in 
full swing and the first of 
the 4,700 medals awarded, 
Waltham Forest is at the 
centre of the world as it plays 
host to London 2012. 

After a long wait and 
meticulous preparation, the 
borough is welcoming visitors, 
athletes and officials from 
across the globe. And as the 
excitement builds in the run up 
to the hotly contested men’s 100 
metre final on Sunday 5 August, 
the Council’s Waltham Forest 
Welcome volunteers are out in 
force to welcome the world. 

Council Leader, Chris 
Robbins, said: “Since it was 
announced that east London 
would be the home of the 2012 
Games seven years ago, the 
area has been transformed. 

Our aim has always been to 
make the most of the Olympic 
year, be it through investment 
and jobs or events and Games- 
time tickets. 

“By harnessing the 
momentum of the Games 
we’ve secured more than £22 
million worth of investments 
into Waltham Forest’s streets 
and open spaces, built a 
Construction Skills Centre to 
bring top quality training to 
residents and hosted a series of 
first class events through our Big 
6 programme. 

“Our Waltham Forest Welcome 
volunteers are giving the warmest 


possible welcome to visitors, and 
we know that first impressions 
count so an additional 91 street 
cleaners have been recruited 
- many of them residents - to 
ensure the borough is tidy and 
the service can cope with the 
increased footfall.” 

Along with making the most 
of the Games, the Council 
has focused on minimising 
the disruption that residents 
may experience in the coming 


weeks. Games-time plans are 
now in operation to ensure bins 
are emptied, streets are swept, 
meals on wheels are delivered 
and that residents receive the 
services they expect and rely on, 
However as an Olympic host 
borough, with Games-time 
venues, Transport for London’s 
Olympic Route Network and 
LOCOG’s parking restrictions 
all operating within Waltham 
Forest, some delays and 


disruptions are inevitable. 

The Council is asking 
residents to bear with them and 
keep an eye on the website for 
the latest service information.

I even managed to stop 
and give him a kiss while I was carrying the Torch.

The £5 million 
redevelopment was made 
possible thanks to funding 
from Waltham Forest Council 
and the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) as well as many 
notable trusts, foundations, 
sponsors and The Friends of 
The William Morris Gallery. 

The transformation includes 
increased and fully-refurbished 
exhibition spaces with three 
new galleries and the chance 
for previously unseen works to 
be displayed. There is also a 


library, research and education 
centre and a new Georgian 
orangery-inspired extension 
housing a new tearoom and 
balcony overlooking the 
picturesque gardens. 

The new special exhibition 
space opens with a fittingly 
stunning display, Turner Prize¬ 
winning artist Grayson Perry’s 
‘Walthamstow Tapestry’. 

The refurbished gallery is 
complemented by the £5 
million refurbishment of the 
adjoining Lloyd Park - made 
possible through funding from 
Waltham Forest Council, HLF 
and the Big Lottery Fund. 

Chris Robbins, Leader 
of Waltham Forest Council, 
told Waltham Forest News: 


“The new-look William Morris 
Gallery is truly stunning and 
promises a wonderful family 
day out whether you’re 
visiting from a few streets 
away or another part of the 
country altogether.” 

The refurbishment forms 
a key part of the Council’s 
regeneration plans to give 
residents better streets, 
better shops and better 
leisure opportunities. Making 
the gallery more appealing 
and showing off more of 
the enviable collection 
means there is something for 
everyone, whether you’re a 
design fanatic or simply want 
to take the family for a free fun 
and interesting afternoon out.

More than 80,000 residents turned out to welcome the Olympic Torch 
to Waltham Forest 


Heralding the arrival of the 
Olympic Games, Waltham

Council Leader Chris 
Robbins said: “After a long 
wait and much preparation 
the Games are finally upon 
us and residents could not 
be more excited. Lining the 
streets and attending a host 
of free events, residents

Fabrice carried the Olympic 
Torch into the packed evening 
celebration in Chestnuts Field. 
The crowd who’d enjoyed 
performances from Rizzle 
Kicks and dance duo Twist and 
Pulse clapped and cheered as 
he lit the cauldron on the stage. 

Fabrice said: “It’s been a 
wonderful opportunity to carry 
the Olympic Torch and one I 
will cherish forever.”

Improvements include new roads, pavements, lighting, trees and flowers 


Millions of pounds 
has been invested in 
Waltham Forest to make 
the borough’s streets 
safer, more vibrant and 
attractive. Now, with the 
Games underway and 
visitors flocking to the 
borough, the streets are 
looking their very best. 

Improvement works have 
taken place in Leyton and 


Leytonstone - and just last 
week extensive works to 
Wood Street, Walthamstow 
were completed. 

The £2 million investment 
from Transport for London 
(TfL) and the Mayor’s Outer 
London Fund saw changes 
along the length of the street, 
which included replacing 
roads and pavements, 
improving junctions and 


creating pedestrian-friendly 
kerbs and crossings. 

These works complement 
recent improvements to the 
area including the creation 
of Wood Street Plaza and 
the rejuvenation of the Wood 
Street Indoor Market. 

To celebrate the completion 
of works, the Wood Street 
Fiesta will take place on Friday 
24 and Saturday 25 August. 
The Council has made £5,000 
in grants available to local 
businesses to come up with 
innovative ideas to incorporate 
their business activities into 
the event. 

The day will include 
barbeques of exotic meats and 
local produce on the Plaza, 
samples from local bakeries, 
music and cartoonists, 
education on vintage clothing, 
knitting and wild birds, 
photography, vintage cars and 
animals and reptiles from Pet 


Corner available for handling. 

And the good work is not 
done yet. In January next 
year the successful Shop 
Front improvement scheme 
in Leyton High Road is being 
extended to Wood Street. 

The works to the borough’s 
streets form an important part 
of the Council’s ‘Creating a 
better place to live’ campaign 
that is committed to doing 
more to improve the borough’s 
streets, and attract better 
shops and leisure facilities.
